As soon aa the accident happened 


the truck was stopped and Dr. J. A 
Manzella of Milton was called but 
it was found the injured man was 
beyond aid. He apparently bad died 
Instantly. Coroner DuBols was noti- 
fied and went to the scene to conduct 
hi.« investigation. 
Sergeant Hulse 


and Trooper Baker were also called 
and both interviewed the driver and j 
the other occupant of the truck. 


After the accident the body lay 


just off the concrete on the east of 
the highway and a pool of blood 
marked the spot where the man lav- 
after being struck. 


It was learned that Sturgeon had 


attended a wedding on Sunday and 
had not returned to work Monday at 
the Rhoades farm and it Is presumed 
be was on his way back to the farm 
at the time of the accident. 


An examination showed that the 


unfortunate man had suffered a com- 
pound fracture of the skull.

Colonial Subway 
Sold byTroUeyCo. 
To Joseph Levine 


The old Colonial Subway, extend- 


ing from Railroad avenue to Thomas 
street, has been sold by the trolley 
road to Joseph Levine, owner of the 
Kingston News Service, for the sum 
of 13,500, and a new one-story brick 
building will be erected on the site. 
Part of tbe subway It Is planned to 
use as a cellar for the new building 
and the other part will be filled In. 
the new building will be 50 by 75 
feet of brick construction, and will 
be used by the Kingston News Serv- 
ice. 


Tbe passing of tbe old subway will 


recall to the minds of older readers 
the days of not so long ago when 
Kingston bad two trolley roads com- 
peting against each 
other. 
The 


Kingston City division of later y*ar» 
which used Broadway, followed the 
former old horse railroad and was 
electrified In the nineties. Later out- 
side business Interests entered the 
trolley field In Kingston and con- 
structed the subway which was used 
tor tbe trolley cars on the Colonial 
or Hasbrouck avenue division. 


The two roads. however, found 


that there was not enough patronage 
to sustain two separate companies 
and after some yeara of competition 
the two road* were consolidated and 
the name of the trolley system 
changed, to tbe Kingston Colsoll- 
dated. 


Changing bnslnea* conditions and 


the Increase ID auto traffic made the 
trolley service Inadequate and It was 
finally decided to discontinue trolley 
service and Institute the present bus 
service. 


With th* replacing of the trolley 


care with boa*** there was no fur- 
ther «*« for the old Colonial Subway 
which had served Its purpose. Since 
the abandoning of the use of tbe sub- 
way there have been at times cut;* 
gettlona made during th* agitation 
for tbe elimination of the Broadway 
crossing for the city to take over tbe 
subway and use It for auto traffic but 
th« plan to use tb* snbway for that 
purpose never net with approval.
